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Mary Goutp Davis, writer of distine- 
tion, Supervisor of Story-Telling for 
the New York Public Library, and 
author of “Following the Folk-Tales 
around the World” included in 
Compton's Pictured Encyclopedia 
under  Story-Telling—wrote for 
Compton Comment readers the following 
thrilling story of the “capture” of a folk-tale: 


O most followers of the folk-tales, 

the main objective is to hear told a 

tale that has never been written. Less 
than a hundred years ago this was a fairly 
simple matter, as The Brothers Grimm, As- 
bjérnson, Moe, and other collectors could 
testify. Today, it is much more difficult. 

In a rather long experience of following 
the folk-tales I have heard the un-written 
story told just once, and this tale had been 
recorded, but in a different country and in a 
different way. 

One summer, not so very many years ago, 
an English friend and I rented a little stone 
“villino” that stands on the edge of a great 
forest in the High Apennines. This house 
belonged to a little dried-up old peasant 
woman who, in order to leave us in full pos- 
session, moved herself and her belongings 
into a “lean-to” in the back that had prob- 
ably once been used as a stable. Every eve- 
ning Celestina crossed our terrace on her way 
down to the spring to get her own water. 
Every evening she made a funny little bob- 
bing courtesy and said in her high, thin old 
voice: “Buona sera, signore.” One evening 
when we had been there several weeks, she 
set her copper “anfora” filled with water on 
her doorsill, and, turning, beckoned to me 
to follow her across the threshold. 

There beside the great stone hearth, with 
the sense of the great forest pressing in 
through the open door, Celestina told me the 
story of “The Signora Lupa and the Fig 
Tree.” She sat opposite me on a projecting 


omment 


ledge of the fireplace, her hands 
folded primly in her lap, her eyes 
dark and bright under her red ker- 
chief. In her voice, as the story grew, 
was an inherited feeling that was 
based upon the old bitter feud be- 
tween the Apennine peasants and the 
wolves. She recited the sins of the Signora 
Lupa as vindictively as though they had been 
personal enemies. And in the end, when the 
Signora Lupa runs back into the forest “with 
a very sore back and in a very bad temper,” 
Celestina’s brown, wrinkled old face shone 
with satisfaction. I sat there listening, lost in 
wonder. The story that she was telling me 
was not a local legend of the High Apen- 
nines. It was an old folk-tale which had its 
origin in the East, in India. It was written 
for all to read in Flora Anna Steel’s “Tales 
of the Punjab.” Plot, action, characters, all 
were identical. Only in India it was a bear 
and a pear tree. How did the story reach 
Celestina? Did some wandering Gypsy, cen- 
turies ago, bring it over the Caucasus Moun- 
tains and into Europe? Did a traveller—a 
forestiero—tell it to one of Celestina’s fam- 
ily? Or was it pure coincidence that made 
plot and characters follow the same pattern? 
These questions, and hundreds of others 
like them, challenge the follower of folk- 
tales just exactly as the explorer is chal- 
lenged when he sets out to find and chart 
unknown land and sea. And, as to the ex- 
plorer the new land or sea merges over the 
edge of the horizon, so to the traveller the 
folk-tale emerges, fresh and vital, from the 
road, the market-place, the harvest field, the 
olive grove, the pine forest, the wayside 
shrine, the village inn, when the day’s work 
is done. 


The tale becomes, in spite of its fantastic 
metaphor, reality. Because it is concerned 
with the things that make up that complex 
entity which is man.

AFTER TEN YEARS of intensive work, the first section of A Dictionary of American English 
on Historical Principles, compiled at the University of Chicago under the editorship of Sir 
William Craigie and James R. Hulbert, has appeared. The work aims to include “not only 
words or phrases which are clearly or apparently of American origin, or have greater cur- 
rency here than elsewhere, but also every word denoting something which has a real connec- 
tion with the development of the country and the history of its people.”—Preface. New 
words since 1900 have not been included, nor slang and dialect words except those of early 
date or special prominence. Pronunciation and etymology, featured in usual dictionaries, are 
not emphasized. Most of the cost has been borne by the General Education Board, with 
further contributions from the University of Chicago and the American Council of Learned 
Societies. Part 1, A—Baggage, is a 116-page quarto which sells for $4 on a subscription 
basis. It will be reviewed later in the Subscription Books Bulletin.

With The New Republic of September 23 comes a fourteen-page special section prepared 
by the editors, a Voter’s Handbook. It gives histories of five parties and mention of minor 
ones, brief biographies of the candidates, analyses of the platforms, and illustrative charts, 
with The New Republic’s analysis of the campaign and advice for voters. Sold separately by 
The New Republic, 40 East 49th Street, N. Y., for 10c; 10 or more copies, 6c. Both The 
Nation and The New Republic supplements are very useful; they give in concise form much 
lefinite information which is ordinarily difficult to assemble. 


As the campaign progresses the realignment of forces behind the two major parties which 
makes this campaign so interesting continues. Conservative elements have moved from the 
Democratic to the Republican camp; and labor and Negro organization are being lined up 
behind President Roosevelt, although not always promising to support his party. Thus it 
seems to some observers that we may be moving toward Left and Right parties representing 
divergent class interests, such as have been common in European countries for some decades. 
Comments on the intense feeling which has developed in this connection are made by Mar- 
quis W. Childs in “They Hate Roosevelt,” first published in Harper’s for May 1936. Mr. 
Childs attempts to explain the paradox that the wealthiest classes, which have undeniably 
benefited under the New Deal, are nevertheless bitter in their opposition to its leader. His 
article attracted wide attention, was reprinted in the Reader’s Digest (July 1936), and has 
now been issued as a pamphlet (Harper, 1936. 25c). 

Responsible Democrats and Republicans have protested against the tendency to identify 
their parties as respectively the Left and Right parties of American politics. From the 
Democratic side comes the excellent book by Joseph P. Kennedy, I’m for Roosevelt (Reynal 
and Hitchcock, 1936. $1). Mr. Kennedy, prominent financier and first chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, writes frankly as a rich man, who sees in the relief 
policies and in the planning program the only hope of saving our capitalist democracy from 
violent upsets in the future. On the other hand some Republicans have put forward Governor 
Landon as a champion of the middle and lower classes, opposed to “the interests,” the “trusts,” 
und the “Old Guard,” traditionally supposed to rule the Republican party. William Allen 
White’s What It’s All About (Macmillan, 1936. $1.25) does this and incidentally throws 
some light on the man Landon, as seen through the eyes of an old friend.
